Three famous experts investigate 
just what the heck is wrong with us 


Rampant rumors of bulldozing, 
bickering, and baulking at Gallaudet 
have eventually reached The Hill and 
led to yet another—move over Clar- 
ence and Anita—congressional inves- 
tigation. This one prompted Rep. 
Major Concern (Whig-N-Y.) to invite a 
team of external advisors to find the 
root of what ails the University and, 
if possible, to prescribe a cure. 


Major Concern’s major concerns 
concerned concerns expressed by 
parents, teachers, and students in Gal- 
laudet’s Pre-Concerned Programs and 
a small but vocal group called Smok- 
ers Oblivious concerning conflicting 
attitudes at Gallaudet toward new 
communication and smoking policies. 

At a news conference, Concern 
identified the advisors as famed small 
town mediation expert Pollyanna, 
legendary Vienna (Metro stop) inven- 
tor of psychoanalysis Signal Fraud, 
and ace British sleuth Hemlock 
Bones (now 150 years old), who in- 
sisted on bringing along his uncanni- 
ly dense sidekick, the aged Dr.

Renovations blend historic, modern 


Every 10 years, Gallaudet Universi- 
ty is required to file a plan with the 
District of Corruption detailing major 
construction projects that are 
planned to be undertaken in the next 
10 years. 

According to Chick Peoples, 
spokesman/woman for the Busyness 
Services Department of the Universi- 
ty, the most recently filed plans call 
for the renovation of every building 
on campus, to coincide with the 
University’s goals of cultural diversity 
and accessibility. 

How is this to be accomplished? 
The plans are both all-encompassing 
and specific. Whereas, in the past, 
the campus was a mixture of old and 
new architectural styles—Victorian 
and modern—the new plans call for 
each individual building to blend 
both historic and modern elements— 
a style characterized by Peoples as 
“nouveau eclectic.”’ 

For example, Chapel Hall and Col- 
lege Hall, only recently restored to 
their original historic elegance, will 
now be further renovated to include 
modern design touches such as 
skylights, solar heating, and revolving 
doors. The entrance area of House 
One will be demolished and replaced 
with a glass and steel A-frame con- 


struction. And across campus, at 
KDES and MSSD, carpeting will be 
replaced with wood flooring, and all 
rooms will have oak moldings and in- 
candescent lighting. All campus 
buildings will have elevators, but 
these will be installed and disguised 
within false staircases. 

This renovation also will encom- 
pass technological and service areas. 
In addition to Vax connections, 
offices will have a pneumatic tube 
system for sharing interoffice 
memoranda, dorm rooms will be 
retrofitted with window-weight door 
knockers, and, although the “‘no 
smoking’’ policy will remain in ef- 
fect, brass spittoons will be installed 
in public areas of all buildings. 

The goal of having all campus areas 
barrier-free also will extend to athlet- 
ic facilities. Therefore, the deep end 
of campus swimming pools will be 
filled in to make the whole pool area 
accessible to non-swimmers, and nets 
at both tennis and basketball courts 
will be lowered to accommodate people 
who are very short or in wheelchairs. 

The changes will need to be made at 
the same time. Because campus routines 
must be maintained, work will be done 
in each building on a rotating schedule:

“Well, yes,’’ Migraine replied. ‘But, 
to be fair, someone down the hall 
was recently smoking too.” 

Derringer handed Pollyanna a copy 
of Unblocking Your Reticulum and 
suggested she read it thoroughly be- 
fore making her recommendations. 
He also proffered an unpublished 
paper from Smokers Oblivious, called 
UP YOURS!: An Oppressed Minority 
Group Strikes Back Against Its Op- 
pressors.

Pre-Concerned Programs keeps T&A 


During a tension-filled meeting at 
the Muddled Secondplace School, 
President I. Kink Jogging reaffirmed 
the role of Total Accommodation (T 
and A) as the official communication 
policy in Pre-Concerned Programs 
(PCP). 

Jogging’s announcement followed a 
furor at PCP over the role of Ambigu- 
ous Sensual Language (ASL) in the 
classroom. According to Jogging, ‘“T 
and A encompasses all of the commu- 
nication methods that have been used 
with deaf children in the classroom, 
including Ambiguous Sensual Lan- 
guage. Each child must have an Imita- 
tion Educational Perplexity (IEP) that 
designates which communication 
method will be used with that child.”’ 

Jogging went on to discuss some of 
the methods that are included within 
the T and A philosophy: Synchronized 
Machination (S and M); Cute Speech 
(CS); SEE I, SEE II, and SEE U; ORAL- 


‘Deafosphere’ will 


Gallaudet will soon enclose its Ken- 
dall Green campus in a hermetically 
sealed, bulletproof, plexiglas dome—an 
attempt to make the campus free of 
drug wars, bullets, environmental tox- 
ins, and hearing contamination. 

‘This is a first,’’ said President I. 
Kink Jogging. “‘And I believe that other 
Organizations in Washington, D.C., and 
around the world will copy our model.”’ 


Among other things, the dome will 
protect Kendall Green from any gunfire 
occurring between rival drug gangs who 
claim turf outside the campus boundary; 
airborne lead and carbon monoxide, 
and the sun’s ultraviolet rays. 


People who enter the Deafosphere 
will pass through one or two decontami- 
nation chambers, depending on their 
hearing status. The first chamber will 
strip everyone of gases and chemicals 
alien to the Deafosphere. Only hearing, 
hard of hearing, late-deafened, oral, 
semi-oral, semi-ASL, Totalled Communi- 
cation, Cute Speech, mainstream, and 
semi-mainstream people must enter the 
second chamber. There they will be 
cleansed of all linguistic and social cus- 
toms of the hearing world. 

The dome’s sides will extend along 
Sixth Street and behind Hamboneton 
Junior High School to West Virginia 
Avenue, and from Mt. Olivet Road to 
just behind the stone wall on Florida 
Avenue. According to Bill Oh-No!, 
manager of Maintainous and Unsavory 
Situations, how to handle the dome in 
relation to Gallaudet’s historic stone 
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ism (developed at Oral Roberts Univer- 
sity), Ambiguous Sensual Language 
(ASL), and a very recent addition to 
the T and A arsenal known as Synthet- 
ic Complexity (SC). SC was developed 
in Israel and, in the United States, in- 
volves speaking English backwards 
while signing ASL. 

“We’re not really sure if anyone can 
understand some of these methods,” 
noted Jogging, “but we are committed 
to doing the research needed to find 
out”’ (See related story). Even after the 
research is conducted, there will still 
be a problem setting up IEPs because 
very few people have ever used some 
of these methods. For example, only 
Southern Baptists have ever used 
ORALism, and Cute Speech is used 
primarily in Southern California. 

Jogging finished by saying, ‘“These 
are only a few of the difficulties that 
we have had to wrestle with, but we 
are committed to T and A.” 





‘The hidden addiction’: M&M abuse 
On Campus spirals, cure unknown 


Every morning around 10:30, like 
lemmings rushing to the sea, faculty 
and staff from all over campus aban- 
don their classes and desks in a mad 
rush for the candy machines. 

The same phenomenon can be ob- 
served around 3:30 p.m. as work, in 
effect, stops for what has become the 
most prevalent new addiction at Gal- 
laudet: M&Ms. 

Originally thought to be harmless, 
M&Ms are now being revealed for 
what they truly are—and proven so by 
super intelligent experts in scientific 
fields such as those who regularly ap- 
pear on “‘Geraldo.”’ Their conclusion: 
M&Ms are more addictive than 
cigarettes, alcohol, or brussels sprouts. 

Shaped like squashed chick peas, su- 
gar coated, and sold in innocuous- 
looking brown paper wrappers, M&Ms 
are suspected to contain ingredients 
that impair mental alertness, cause irra- 
tional behavior, and drastically alter 
personal appearance.

To protect the wall while still allow- 
ing this traditional contact between 
Metrobus and Gallaudet to continue, 
the wall will not be enclosed in the 
dome but will be equipped with a 
rubber bumper pad, which, when hit, 
will activate an air bag the size of a 
hot air balloon (see photo). 

Kendall Green’s sister campus, the 


Air bags have been so successful in preventing injuries that one has been installed at the Eighth 


Northwest Campus, will not be con- 
verted into a Deafosphere. Jogging 
quoted test results that show that car- 
bon monoxide levels at NWC are 
much lower than at Kendall Green. 
“So the need is not as great,’’ he said. 
“In addition, so many preparatory and

there might cause these students a cul- 
ture shock beyond the limits of toler- 
ance. The NWC can serve as a 
decompression chamber for students 
new to the deaf world.”’

Even normally rational individuals in 
high-level positions have been affected. 
“It’s frightening,’ says Linder Berry, 
secretary in the Office of Very Private 
Relations. ‘‘I watched my boss, Mural 
Stresser, scarf a pound bag of M&Ms 
and keep right on going until she ate 
her pearl earrings and made a dive for 
the telephone buttons.” 

Unlike most addictive substances, 
M&Ms have a unique effect that in- 
volves the desire to become the sub- 
stance (see accompanying photo). This 
factor originally came to light witha _ 
report from Oddiologist Cinder Carpet 
ing, who says that perfectly fine, level- 
leaded people in her department who 
are long-term M&M users have been 
observed suddenly turning glassy-eyed, 
sweaty, and shaky—like personnel wait- 
ing for the Cashier’s Office to open on 
payday—and bolting out the door. 

“This has got to stop,” said Carpet- 
ing. ““Once M&M users reach a certain 
point in their addiction, they look 
much like earmolds for hearing aids. 
Complaints are coming in from clients 
who say, “They don’t melt in your 
hand, they melt in your ear.’ ”’

Cloning bridges communication gap 


Dr. Hy Gene, a gene researcher with 
the National Organization on Deafness 
and Other Communication Superiorities 
(NODOCS), has announced successful 
initial tests of CommClone, an assis- 
tive signing device that may help im- 
prove sign language communication 
between people who use different 
sign modalities. 

CommClone works like this: Sup- 
pose a Signing About Whatever (SAW) 
user is having trouble communicating 
because a Cute Speech user didn’t 
understand his or her signs. The SAW 
person can simply drop a pill contain- 
ing his or her entire DNA code into 
a glass of mouthwash and within five 
minutes grow an identical clone, which 
can quickly be programmed through a 
dataport installed in the navel to 
sign in Cute Speech. The clone is 
programmed to interpret whatever 
sign system the originator is using 
into the system preferred by the receiver. 

Gene decided to develop Comm- 
Clone after observing that everyone 
at Gallaudet suffered from “‘sig- 
nophrenia.’’ “‘The condition is 
marked by inability to determine 
proper social and linguistic behavior, 
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confusion about personal identity, 
and a constant need to justify one- 
self.’’ Gene said. “‘Victims in the final 
stages must be isolated in therapy 
groups with names like ‘task force.’’’ 

Gene blames signophrenia on nervous 
system overload caused by the require- 
ment that everyone On campus ad- 
here to the policies set forth in the 
Total Confusion manual, which de- 
scribes the campus’ 5,000 sign languages 
and how they should be used. 

After a clone is no longer needed, 
it is rendered back into pill form by 
forcing it to watch a videotape of a 
University Faculty Stagnate meeting. 

“It just loses its will to live,’’ Gene 
explained. ; 

CommClone will soon be available 
through CommClone, Inc., according 
to Vice President for Marketing Gene 
Therapy. “‘Just send us a fingernail 
and we'll send you back a vial of 
pills, a dataport, and the necessary 
software in a few weeks,’’ he said. 

Vials will contain 100 pills and cost 
only $10. ‘DNA manufacuture is 
cheap in this area because we can 
whip it up right out of the sewage in 
the Potomac,”’ Therapy said. 


Sign language debate to be moot 
after Mental Telepathy is adopted 


As part of its ongoing efforts to 
research various modes of communi- 
cation, Gallaudet University will be 
testing a new system this fall that 
promises to negate the use of all 
other forms of communication. 

The new system, called Mental 
Telepathy (MT), will operate through 
direct extrasensory input. 

“Using MT, people can completely 
bypass the mundane physical forms 
of communication such as spoken, 
signed, and written languages,’’ ex- 
plained Dr. Jain Thirst, chair of the 
Department of Psychometry and Reli- 
gious Experience, who is heading the 
Non-tasking Force for MT. “‘All stu- 
dents, staff, and faculty will learn to 
transcend all physical barriers to full 
mental transcendence and compre- 
hension.”’ 

Thirst emphasized that all members 
of the campus community will be 
given ample time to learn MT. Several 
assistive devices—including rabbit 
ears and remote-control cable—will 
be available for those who need ini- 
tial help or are identified as MT- 
disabled. 

The Force is already in contact 
with several telepaths, empaths, and 





other psychics to teach the MT 
method. They include Shirley 
MacLaine, the Dalai Lama, and former 
California governor Jerry Brown. 

‘““MT may be the most efficient 
mode of communication we’ve come 
up with,” said President I. Kink Jog- 
ging. “‘It also has the potential to in- 
crease the camaraderie among our 
culturally diverse population, because 
with MT you actually have to get into 
another person’s mind. This could 
also be a real boon for our Depart- 
ment of Insecure Safety.”’ 

Besides basic communication, MT 
has additional benefits, said Jogging. 
For example, MT will eliminate the 
need for E-mail and time spent on 
the computer and will reduce the 
need for TDDs, interpreters, and the 
campus telephone system. 

Finally, all meetings on campus can 
be conducted in the astral plane at 
prearranged times. If initial results are 
successful, the University also will 
look at the possibility of conducting 
all classes in MT, with students re- 
maining in their dorm rooms. This 
could save the University untold mil- 
lions of dollars in renovation and fa- 
cilities costs, said Jogging.

Meanwhile, white-haired Signal Fraud 
stood smoking a cigar outside EMG. 
Because of Gallaudet’s smoking policy, 
Fraud’s investigation was limited to peo- 
ple standing beside BUTT-buckets. 
“You're just lucky I’m a completely 
objective scientist,’’ Fraud told Jogging. 
“Otherwise, it would be hard for me 
to examine Gallaudet’s lousy, degrading 
policies in an unbiased fashion.”’ 

Hemlock Bones, in his usual unpre- 
dictable manner, conducted his entire 
investigation at night, walking about 
campus with a flashlight, poking around 
seldom-noticed tombstones embla- 
zoned with the likenesses of rats. Far 
more visible to daytime staff was 
Bones’ assistant, Dr. Whatswrong?, 
who, upon learning that he was visit- 
ing a school for deaf people, had 
brought with him an ear trumpet. 

Several days later, the entire Gal- 
laudet community convened in the 
Field House to learn the results of 
the investigation. 

‘““What we have here at Gallaudet is 
a failure to communicate!’ Pollyanna 
said cheerfully. I recommend that to 
increase empathy, you nonsmokers 
smoke a pack of cigarettes every day 
and that smokers go harass another 
smoker once a day, so you'll see how 
much fun it is.

Fri.: Houses 2, 3, 4, Washburn Arts, 
Learning Center 
Individuals, offices, and depart- 
ments are responsible for finding 
their own alternative space for the 
day each week their building is being 
renovated.

This will provide an opportunity for 
staff and faculty to get to know peo- 
ple in other areas of the campus with 
whom they may not have had previ- 
Ous contact. 
The total renovation/demolition 
project is expected to be accom- 
plished by the year 2001. 
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‘““Everyone here seems to be blind- 
ed by biases,’’ she continued. “‘Lots 
of people complain about the paper, 
Unblocking Your Reticulum, for in- 
stance, just because of that sad open- 
ing line, “YOU ARE A TOTALLED 
FAILURE!’

Signal Fraud delivered his analysis, 
noting that the entire campus suffers 
from a peculiar form of paranoia, 
which he labeled Dementia Gallade- 
tiana.’’

Bell: Doggonit, Edward, why do 
you keep forgetting what we all 
agreed on in Milan! 

E.M.G.: Agreed! Doggonit, Alex- 
ander, I disagreed, and you know it! 
Anyway, why should I go along with 
the notions of somebody so dense as 
to invent the telephone for people 
who can’t hear? 

Bell: Dense? You called me dense, 
you blithering idiot? 

[At this point, Bell threw a hatchet, 
narrowly missing E.M.G., and then 
stormed off to the Volta Bureau in a car- 
riage. E.M.G. thought it best to bury the 
hatchet the next day.]|—E.A.F. 

“What is most striking in this tran- 
script,’’ Bones continued, ‘“‘is the lack 
of communication between the par- 
ticipants, one of whom was the 
founder of this institution. I offer the 
transcript as evidence that history 
repeats itself.”’ 

With that, Major Concern thanked 
the advisors for their observations 
and urged the restless audience to ig- 
nore all of the advice they had just 
heard and to return to “‘business as 
usual.”’ |

Discovery of lost campus reported 


The year 1992 will always be 
remembered at Gallaudet as the year 
the Northwest Campus was redis- 
covered. 

The Northwest Campus was origi- 
nally established in 1983 and almost 
immediately thereafter vanished from 
sight and mind. Despite widespread 
rumors on Kendall Green that a 
strange race of people who commu- 
nicated through gestures was living 
somewhere in northwest Washington, 
D.C., eventually most the existence of 
the campus was believed to be a 
legend, like the lost continent of At- 
lantis. 

The campus was rediscovered by 
Ali Gator, a graduate student in the 
Department of Linguini and Inter- 
rupting. Gator, a moonlighting cab 
driver, stumbled across the lost cam- 
pus by driving down Kalmia Road at 
2,001 m.p.h., thereby breaking the 
time and space barriers. 

When he told the inhabitants he 
was from Gallaudet, the campus 
broke out in a riotous celebration. 
The entire campus then followed Ga- 
tor’s taxi to Kendall Green, where 
friends and colleagues who had for- 
gotten each other’s existence ex- 
changed tearful embraces. 

President I. Kink Jogging swore 
that a task force would investigate 
“how we could lose the entire cam- 
pus of a former college.”’ 

Soon afterwards, provost Heavy 
Corset formed Gallaudet’s 50,000th 
task force to study the feasibility of 
moving the campus to the vacant 
Hamboneton Junior High building, 
which is currently being used to 


study the social behavior of urban 
rats. 

The District of Corruption seems 
to be willing to transfer the building 
to Gallaudet. Only a few minor sticky 
points remain, such as the district’s 
asking price of $75 billion dollars. 

To ensure that the campus does 
not become misplaced again, Jogging 
will visit it weekly while on one of 
his marathon training runs. The visits 
will enable Jogging to deliver North- 
west Campus’ weekly funding check 
of $20.13.
